There was no question of his re- 
turning to Aix for further treatment, 
and, acting on the advice of Sir 
Thomas Horder, he returned to Lon- 
don last night. 

Mr. Bonar Law did not go to his 
official residence in Downing-st., 
where innumerable messages and tele- 
grams of «~ympathy have been arriving. 
demonstrating at the same time the 
public anxiety which exists with re- 
gard to his health, and also the high 
esteem in which he is held. He is 
staying at a private house in London. 

A definite announcement will be made 
with regard to his health almost im- 
mediately, and Mr. Bonar Law's 
future plans will depend entirely on 
that report. 

It is, of course, premature to enter 
into any political speculations at this 


stage. 

It is now realised that Mr. Bonar 
Law has never completely recovered 
from his illness of two years ago. 

He carried on_untiringly and uncom- 
pleiningly in office and under a heavy 
strain long after he should have sought 
release and rest. The result was a very 
serious breakdown in his health, and 
on Sir Thomas Hobler'’s imperative 
advice he resi his office and the 
leadership of Conservative Party. 

He remained quiesiy in retirement 
until October last. He felt saurey 

vered, and obtained a true bil 
of health from his doctor before he 


on Wednesday, and the. pu! wait 
anxiously to know the verdict of the 
further diagnosis which will take 
place without delay. It is sincerely 
hoped that the news will not give 
cause for alarm, 

Not only in this country, but 
throughout the Empire. and the 
world, profound regret will be felt 
at this grave turn in regard to the 
Prime Minister’s health. 

Mr. Bonar Law’s high character 
and his sterling inspire 
confidence. His withdrawal from 
the leadership at this time would 
be a national calamity. The nation 
can ill afford the loss of his wise 
guidance at this juncture, just when 
his policy of apeasement is bearing 
truit. 

_ He assumed power without seek- 
‘ng it, but felt some misgivings re- 
garding his physical fitness to carry 
the strain. 

His personality and policy have 
ready exercised a beneficial influ- 
ence on public affairs, and Mr.

Mr. Bonar Law is a man of great 
courage and determination. If after 
another diagnosis it is found that 
his illness is such that he must fight 
it with greater courage, he will be 
equal to the emergency.

and placed her “beyond the pale” as 
J, through no fault of my own, have 
been placed. 

Think of the problems aceruing in 
the throwing of an English child into 
an Eurasion entourage. I, as a half- 
English woman, have faced them all, 
ard come out broken, unsatisfied, with 
doubts and uncertainties.

able to take care of themselves when the 
month-old stage is reached—that is, #0 
long as they are well sheltered. Heavy 
breed chickens feather less rapidly than 
do light breed ones, and therefore it is 
advisable to allow them to stay with the 
bmod hen until they are five or six weeks 
old. 

Chickens that are over-brooded during periods 
of mild veather are generally lacking in 
stamina. When the youngsters outgrow the 
brouding capacity of the ben they hustle each 
other throaghuut the night in an endeavour to 
get to the source of heat, and so they lose 
strength at a time when they should be siveping
